NO SIGNS OF PEACE YET,

Lima Peru, via Galveston May 3 — 


An earthquake of great violence and 
long duration has occurred heie, shak 
Ing up the city and the immediate 
neighborhood 


Great alarm immediately prevailed 


throughout the city, and the church 
bells weie rung1 summoning the inhab 
itants to special services at 
\v hich 


prayers w ere offered up for the cessa- 
tion of the shocks 


No disasteis have been reported up 


to the present time The -trembling ot 
the earth extended from Chincha to 
Casma and the old walls of the city 
fell 


No very serious earthquake has been 


reported from Peru for several yeais 
There was a strong distuibance on 
March ^.8 1896 and though the de 
struction was not great the anxiety 
•was intense owme to the fact that 
March 29 is the anniversary of the torn 
plete destruction of Lima mans years 
ago and to the feeling that the dis 
turbances of the 28th were only pre 
Hmmary to a general disaster 


The last seismic disturbance in Peru 


occuired on Oct 26 18"6 
The trem 


bllns ^as felt in Xjima and extended 
over a considerable area without how 
ever being very serious at any point 


The earthquake of March 28 caused 


a great exodus to the mountains the 
movement from Lima exceeding e^en 
that which took place m 1S06 on. the 
eve of the bombardment of the dtv 
b> the Spanish fleet The superstitious 
fear of a repetition of the terrible dis 
aster of years ago spread all o\er FCTI 
and to Chile At Valparaiso the anxie- 
ty as the ill fated day approached was 
very great and therp -was a sigh of re 
liet when it parsed in safety 


Great I>efitrnctlon In 1 cnezuela 


The terrible earthquake in Venezue- 


la on April 28 18W is well remembered 
There was great loss of life and da 
struction of property The \illages of 
Merida Lagunillas Chiguara and faan 
Juan were almost dest-oyed and the 
disturbances extended tw the neighbor- 
ing republic of Colombia 
It was es- 


timated that several thousand persors 
mostly In northu estern Venezuela lost 
their lives 
Merida had been once bet- 


fore-in 1812—destroyed by earthquake 
In that year too Caracas was \lsited 
by most destructtv e quakes 12 000 per-< 
son* losing theii IKe* 
In 1853 two i 


severe shocks were felt at Cumana 
Venezuela 
The city was badly dam-

The cause of Mr. Wham's death was 


Wright's disease, from which he had auf- 
ered for considerable time, and for the 
ast four months'he had been confined to 
his bed. He was a great sufferer and it 
was well known that he could not re- 
over.
